As the two rival Arctic explorers 
near the Ameiican shores, interest is 
manifest as to the outcome of the 
heated comrovereies into which the 
j two daring men have been plunged 
sin'je the annou .cement that both had 
di.scovered the North Pole. Singe he 
learned that Dr. Cook had laid claim to 
the honor of 1 eing the first man to 
' reach the pole. Commander Peary has 
j vigorously assailed the character and 
veracity of Dr. Cook, denouncing him 
, before the civiized world as an impos- 
I tor and a faker of the rankest sort, 
j On the other hand. Dr. Cook, al- 
I though beset by requests from news- 
i papers and appealed to by his support- 
ers to answer the charges, has remain- 
ed silent on the subject, preferring to 
J leave the matter to the better judg- 
j ment of the most scientific men of the 
world than to engage in a bitter con- 
troversy with his American brother. 

Commander Peary acted very unwise- 
ly in challerging the sincerity of the 
. Brooklyn explorer. His cnarges were 
without warrant and his ^denunciations 
were but the result of a jealous desire 
to deprive the . daring Brooklynite of 
the glory he had achieved by planting 
the American flag in that part of the 
world'that Commander Peary had spent 
, SD many years of his life in vain efforts 
to reach. 

Dr. Cook has never expressed him- 
self as being doubtful of Peary’s suc- 
cess. When the first announcement 
was made he won the admiration of 
the civilized world by the simple state- 
ment, “If Peary says he has been to 
the pole I believe him.’’ He did not 
doubt the truth of the statement of his 
rival for the honors, and the sympa- 
thies of the world went out to him 
when his character was assailed. 

The journeys of the two American 
explorers will be reviewed, no doubt, 
within the next few weeks, and the 
observations and data will be discussed 
before the most scientific men of the 
world. If they can prove that they 
have reached the pole, then'there will 
be glory and honor 'enoughj for both. 
If Peary can prove that Cook has nev- 
er been ^to the pole then he alone 
should be entitled to the credit. On 
the contrary if the statement of a 
Homan astronomer bears any truth it 
is probable that Commander Peary was 
the one who failed to reach the goa 
instead of Cook. Peary may be able 
to establish his claims, and he may 
succeed in depriving Cook of his share 
of the glory, but the sympathies of 
the world are with the latter, and will 
be until it is proven conclusively that 
he has no right to the honors to be de- 
rived from such an achievement 



Deep Waterways Convention 



The Lakes-to the-Gulf Deep Water- 
ways Convention will be held in New 
Orleans on October 30 and 31. Presi- 
dent Taft is to attend and the Gover- 
nors of many states have signified 
their intention of being present at the 
gathering. The cities and towns of 
the Ohio Valley should be well repre- 
sented at New Orleans and it is grati- 
fying to nute that several of then 
have already taken steps toward ade- 
quate representation. 

The business interests of the Dhio 
Valley feel a deep concern in the pro- 
ject for a nine foot stage for the Ohio 
river. A 11-ihe-y ear-round steam Duals 
would give great impetus to river com- 
merce and would put new life into 
many industries and many towns that 
are now languishing, or making but in- 
different headway, because of the un- 
certainties of navigation. All classes 
would be benefitted by effective river 
improvement, more especially the mer- 
chants. manufacturers and farmers. 
An infinite variety of business enter- 
prises, occupations and industries are 
materially concerned in river shipping. 

An all-the-year stage of water in the 
Ohio, along with dependable packet 
lines, which surely would follow in the 
wake of improvement, would bring 
lower freight rates for merchants and 
enlarged trade opportunitips for 
wholesale dealers, jobbers and manu- 
facturers. Inevitably a river commerce 
that is he»ltby and active and continu- 
ous will insure greater prosperity to 
the centers of populat'on and increas- 
ed land values to the rural territory 
along the Ohio. 

The rivers are here, under suitable 
conditions, to bear their share of the 
burdens of commercial transportation. 

Their permanent and systematic im- 
provement will be expensive, but a 
country that does not hesitate to put 
untold millions into^the Panama Canal 
should not be parsimonious about 
spending a few more millions to put 
the big rivers in shape to handle an ap- 
propriate portion of the Nation’s 
growing trade. Once the Panama Ca- 
nal is completed the vital need of deep- 
er waterways to the gulf will become 
apparent. 

President Taft is already on record 
as favoring a comprehensive scheme of 
improvement. In his address at New 
Orleans, atfer his long trip down the 
Mississippi, it is probable that he will 
say something that will emphasize his 
previoQS remarks on the subject and 
that will lend momentum to a move- 
ment already making swift prorgess in 
popular favor. When Presidents and I 
Governors and Congressmen are led to | 
see the utility and practicability of the

Jet. 

In bis **Mlrror of Stones" Camiilus 
Leonardus calls jet "black nniber" and 
states that it |K>ssesses the peculiar 
property of attracting to it when rub- 
bed light substances of all kinds. He 
also tells us that the thin smoke pro- 
duced by this friction of rubbing was 
used by the ancient Britains for driv- 
ing away devil^ and dissolving spells. 

"Jet," says Dr. Young, "appears to 
be wood in a high state of bituminiza- 
tion.” And certainly jet often appears 
with traces of ligneous structure. At 
the same time there are specimens of 
bones which seemingly have been grad- 
ually impregnated with and at last 
wholly replaced by this substance. 
Among the Jet rock there is found a 
liquid hydrocarbon somewhat resem- 
bling petroleum oil, which occurs in 
the cavities of ammonites, etc., and is 
also sometimes found in nodules, the 
presence ot which is generally ‘sup- 
posed to point to a rich vein of jet. 

From these and other observations It 
would appear that jet existed as a 
liquid substance and that this sub- 
stance gradually permeated between 
the laminations of the shales, etc., cov- 
ering over or in some cases entirely re- 
placing any woody matter which it 
met with.— New York Post

Snuff Spoons. 

All the world is familiar with snuff- 
boxes. but snuff spoons are pretty lit- 
tle refinemepts of which this genera- 
tion has hardly heard. Very probably 
they came into use about two years 
after Sir George Rooke’s expedition to 
Vigo bay in 1702. when he captured 
half a ton of tobacco and snuff from 
the Spanish galleons, and snuff thus 
became a common article in England.

Anti-Tuberculosis Conference. 

Two delegates have been apportioned 
to this city as its representation at the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Conference, which 
will be assembled in Lexington on 
Sept. 29. and 30, for the purpose of 
forming a state association to carry on 
the anti-tuberculoiss movement through 
all parts of the State. Those delegates 
will be appointed this week and their 
names sent to the joint committee 
from the othre associations. 

There are only six anti-tuberculosis 
associations in the entire State and 
each of these has been impelled to con 
fine all its efforts to its own city and 
county. The organization formerly 
known as the Kentucky Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association having changed its 
name to the Louisville Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis Association, the need of a state or- 
ganization has become very great, and 
trhough no other means can the cam- 
paign be carried out as it should be. 

It is estimated by these prominent 
in this movement, that there are more 
than 20,000 consumptives in Kentucky 
at the present time and there are less 
than 100 beds in all the State for the 
treatment of the disease- In additon 
to the institutions needed for the treat- 
ment of sufferers, a great deal of edu- 
cational work must be done through 
the teaching of precautionary measures 
to be taken by those exposed in order 
to prevent others from being stricken. 

Several hunrdeds delegates will be 
in attendance at the Lexington confer- 
ence and a number of addresses by 
eminent specialists from other states 
will be delivered. A local association 
wil doubtless be formed here within 
the next few months.

Anti-Tuberculosis Conference. 

Two delegates have been apportioned 
to this city as its representation at the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Conference, which 
will be assembled in Lexington on 
Sept. 29. and 30, for the purpose of 
forming a state association to carry on 
the anti-tube rculoiss movement through 
all parts of the State. Those delegates 
will be appointed this week and their 
names sent to the joint committee 
from the othre associations. 

There are only six anti-tuberculosis 
associations in the entire State and 
each of these has been impelled to con 
fine all its efforts to its own city and 
county. The organization formerly 
known as the Kentucky Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association having changed its 
name to the Louisville Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis Association, the need of a state or- 
ganization has become very great, and 
trhough no other means can the cam- 
paign be carried out as it should be. 

it is estimated by these prominent 
in this movement, that there are more 
than 20,000 consumptives in Kentucky 
at the present time and there are less 
than 100 beds in all the State for the 
treatment of the disease- In additon 
to the institutions needed for the treat- 
ment of sufferers, a great deal of edu- 
cational work must be done through 
the teaching of precautionary measures 
to be taken by those exposed in order 
to prevent others from being stricken. 

Several hunrdeds delegates will be 
in attendance at the Lexington confer- 
ence and a number of addresses by 
eminent specialists from other states 
will be delivered. A local association 
wil doubtless be formed here within 
the next few months.

wheat crop being the only disappoint- 
ment of the year.
